Section 8854, authorize the governor 
L> direct the attorney general to in­ 
stitute such prosecutions only in case 
an affidavit has been filed with the 
clerk of Lie court, showing that some 
public officer has been derelict in the 
discharge of his duties. 
I, therefore, 
request that

advise me as to 
whether any such affidavit has been 
filed since this law became effective, 
viz, August 11, and also communicate 
to me any evidence that you may 
have in your possession tending to 
show that the law has been violated.
